The second chapter of an exci- 


ting story in underwater explora- 
tion 
o" 
the island was written 


recently 
when 
amateur 
divers 


brought. up from the floor oi the 
reef 
a barnacle-encrusted anchor 


and a cannon, at least 100 years 
old. 


They came from the same spot 


where. in June. 1954. other divers 
brought 
up five cannons. 
Just 


when or how these artifacts got to 
the bottom of the sea is a topic 
wide open for speculation. 


First item raised was 
a 
10 _ 


foot 
long anchor, which weighed 


an estimated 1000 pounds. A block 
and tackle was rigsred on a cata- 
maran, and. divers fixed lines 
lo 


the deadweisrht anchor below. 
li 


w*B then rusBed off the sea Hoor. 
and the catamaran was towed in- 
to the 
boat 
doek 
at 
Rodgers 


Beach. 
At that point the 
doek 


winch took over the lifting job. 


Second Dive 


A week later, 
in 
rough 
and 


choppy 
waters, 
the divers went 


down off the Sea Scout boat Pe- 
dernales in an attempt to bring 
the cannons. 


In the 1954 dives, Torn Tucker, 


who originally discovered the 
de- 


bris, observed perhaps five more 
cannons 
when the salvage work 


then came to an end. But the most 
recent 
expedition 
actually 
saw 


only two, and perhaps three. One 
of these was raised. This time the 
Pedernales, 
a 
sturdy craft, was 


rigged with the block and tackle, 
and after the divers had lashed 
the gun to it, had no difficulty in 
bringing it to the boat doek. 


In 1954 guns of two sizes were 


brought up; 1957's was of the lar 
ger type, some four feet long, and 
weighing 
an 
estimated 
700 


pounds. 


Unfavorable cor.ditions 
o. the 


water 
made further exploration 


impossible. so the expeditiou cal- 
led it quits. 
At least one 
more 


cannon 
was 
spotted. but there 


was no more evidence 
that 
the 


hulk of a ship was there, or had 
ever been there. 


Study by Experts 


Information and photogrophs of 


the 1954 finds were forwarded to 
the United States Army Ordr.anee 
Dep-rtment for 
study. and a re- 


ply from experts there indicated 
that the guns were made 
some- 


where between 1750 and 1850 in 
Entland or Spain. It was impos- 
sible to make the date more defi- 
nite. 


The bigger cannons 
were part- 


of 
a normal amidships 
bat.erv, 


and were mounted 
on carriages. 


They are made of cast iron, 
in- 


scribed in a decorative script with 
the makers initial, and they fired 
round shot through a smooth to- 
ré. 
The big cannon fired a ball 


weighing 
between 
12 
and 
20 


pounds. 


Corrosion 
and marine 
growth 


on 
the cannon 
makes 
accurate 


measurements somewhat diffici.it, 
but the big gun is believed to be 
the 
equivalent 
of 
a three-inch 


cannon; that is, the bore at the 
muzzle measures three inches in 
diameter. Effective range 
of 
a 


gun this size would be no 
mor-? 


than a few hundred yards, 
and 


even than, its accuracy would be 
questionable. 


The Mystery 


The great unsolved and unsolv- 


able mystery is how the guns and 
anchor found 
their way 
to 
the 


foot of the reef in the first place. 


A theory popular in 1954, v/hen 


the 
first cannons 
were brougnt 


up, was that the crew of the ship. 
perhaps being driven on the reef 
by wind or storm, threw the 
me- 


tal overboard in an effort to ligh- 
ten the vessel. Vet is seems impro- 
bable that there would be suffi- 
ciënt time to jettison a half-dozen 
700- or 
800-pound cannons. plus 


an anchor of another 1200 pounds 
or so. What seems more probabie 
is that 
the ship was cauglit on 


the reef 
and battered to picoes. 


Now, if this were the case, there 
should 
be some other 
wreckage 


near the spot where the guns we- 
re found. But so far, the divers 
have 
found 
nothing 
else. 
The 


mystery remains. 
Whether the 


ship was a man of war or a pira- 
tc 
loaded with gold and cases cf 


rare jewels, or an ordinary mer- 
chantman carrying 
his own pro- 


tection. no one can say. 


When the gun and anchor are 


cleaned, they will be presented to 
the museum 
in Oranjestad 
cur- 


rently being organized.

LOWER LOBBY 


In the main lobby of the hotel your eyes will undou btedly be drawn to the impressive Delft Blue tile- 
mural. It was originally designed and shown at the 
World s' Fair of 1939 in New Vork. The picture 


shows one of the most interesting scènes of the mural; The first time an American vessel was salu- 
ted by a foreign power. This historie occasion took 
place in St. Eustatius. one of the smaller islands 


of the group of the Netherlands Antilles: It was a Dutch 
vessel that thus honored the freedom 
lo- 


ving Americans.... That was in 1776... Four years later the British Admiral Rodney took revenge. 
He 


destroyed the capital of St. Eustatius, Oranjestad, 
and the blow was so heavy, that the once prospe- 


rous harbour, never regained its former status. In 
1939 President Roosevelt presented a bronze plaque 


in commeration of this glorious event, that started more than twohundred years of warm friendship 


between the Antilles and the United States. 


The spokes of the pool „wheel” emphasize the 
importanceof this sports- and social-centre. For sun 


worshippers, who at times like the cooling shade, there is the prismatic canopee in gay colors. The 
circular space behind the pool is the barbecue zone, with its own bandshell. 
Dancing in moonlight 


with the soft murmur of the Caribbean and the vel vet smooth sandbeaches will make th-is one of the 
favorit i spots. 


The main lobby is the only non-airconditioned part of the hotel. The architects succesfully incorpora- 
ted the romantic atmosphere and tropical splendour of Aruba in its design. The pleasant trade wind 
has free play. Special walls, like the intriguing, marble white sculptured bloes, promote natural coo- 
ling and filter the light in a most pleasing way.
